Thomas Jefferson, in a I'-tt.-i- to AVilllam 


C. Jarvis touchinc the perpetuity of our 
institutions, written many \cars after he 
had retired to private lif", said, "If the 
three powers of our K'>vi-rnment m.unt.Mn 
their mutual indoporn'.euc.- of each otluT 
it may last long:, but not so if either can 
assume the authority of the other." 
It 


must be confessed that in the cnurse of 
our history executives have 
employed 


powers not belonging to them. Statutes 
have been passed that were expressly for- 
bidden by the constitution, and statutes 
have been set aside as unconstitutional 
•when it was difficult to point out the pro- 
visions said to be offended against in 
their enactment. All this has been done 
with a good purpose, no doubt, but in 
disregard nevertheless of the f.ict that 
ours is a government of laws, not of rnt-n. 
deriving its "just powers from the consent 
of the governed." 
If we would have our 


government continue during the ages to 
come for the benefit of those w.ho shall 
succeed us we must ever be on our guard 
against the danger of usurpation of that 
authority which resides in the whole peo- 
ple, whether the usurpation be by offi- 
cials representing one of the three great 
departments of government or by a body 
of men acting without a commission from 
the people. 


Condemnation of Mob Law. 


Impatience of the restraints of law a? 


•well as of its delays is becoming more 
and more manifest 
from day to day. 


Within the past few years many instances 
have been brought to our attention where 


- fn different parts of our beloved country 
supposed criminals have been seized and 
punished by a mob, notwithstanding the 
fact that the constitution of each state 
guarantees to every person within its 
jurisdiction that his Jife, his liberty or 
his property shall not be taken from him 
.•without due pccce^s of law. 


Constitutional Guarantees. 


Tn a struggle Between employers and 


employees dynamite is said to have been 
used by the iatter. resulting in the loss of 
life and the destruction of property. The 
perpetrators of this offense against the 
laws of God and man and all others en- 
gaged in the conspiracy with them should. 
after due trial and conviction, have had 
, meted out to them the most rigorous pun- 
ishment 'known to the law. This crime, 
added perhaps fo others, led to the forma- 
tion of a committee of citizens that, with 
the support of the military authority, de- 
ports from the state without trial persons 
suspected of belonging to the organiza- 
tion of which the perpetrators of the dy- 
namite outrages were supposed to be 


. Members. In both cases the reign of law 
gave way to the reign of fame. 
These 
illustrations present some evidence of 
the failure of government to protect the 
citizen and his property, which not only 
Justified the action of your convention in 
this regard, but made it its. duty to call 
attention to the fact that constitutional 
guarantees are violated whenever any 
citizen is denied the right to labor, to ac- 
quire and to enjoy property or tn reside 
where his interests or inclination may de- 
termine, and the fulfillment of the assur- 
ance to rebuke and punish all denials of 
these rights, whether brought about by 
Individuals 
or 
government 
agencies, 


Bhould be enforced by every official and 
supported by every citizen. The essence 
of good government lies in strict ob- 
eervance of constitutional limitations, en- 
forcement of law and order and rugged 
opposition to all encroachment upon the 
BOYfireigntv of the people. 


Republic or Monarchy. 


The foregoing suggestions but empha- 


eize the distinction which exists between 
our own and many other forms of gov- 
ernment. It has been well said in sub- 
etance that there are but two powers in 
government—one the power of the sword. 
sustained by the hand that wields it, and 
the other the power of the law. sustained 
by an enlightened public sentiment. The 
difference in these powers is, the differ- 
ence between a republic such as ours, 
based on law and a written constitution, 
supported by intelligence, virtue and pa- 
triotism, and a monarchy, sustained by- 
force exerted by an individual, uncon- 
trolled by laws other than those made or 
sanctioned by him. One represents con- 
stitutionalism, the other imperialism. 


Reasonable Tariff Reduction. 


The present tariff law is unjust in its 


operation, excessive in many of its rates 
and so framed in particular instances as 
to exact inordinate profits from the peo- 


' pie. So well understood has this view be- 
come that many prominent members of 
the Republican party and at least two of 
Its state conventions have dared to voire 
the general sentiment on that subject. 
That party seems, however, to be col- 
lectively able to harmonize only upon a 
plank that admits that revision may from 
time to time bo necessary, but it is So 
phrased that it is expected to be satis- 
factory to those in favor of an increase 
of duty, to those who favor a reduction 
thereof and to those opposed to any 
change whatever. 
Judged by the record of performance 
rather than that of promise on the part 
of that party in the past, it would seem as 
if the outcome in the event of its success 
•would be to gratify the latter clafs With 
absolute control of both the legislative 
and executive departments of the govern- 
ment since March 4. 1S97. there has been 
neither reduction nor an attempt at re- 
duction in tariff duties. It is not unrea- 
sonable to assume :n the lis'.-.t "f that r^'-- 
ord that a future congress of that party 
•will not undertake a revision of the tariff 
downward in the event thnt it shall re- 
ceive an indorsement of its past rourre on 
that subject by the people. It is a fact 
and should be frankly 
conceded 
that

that the net result of enacting laws that 
foster sui-li inequitable conditions is most 
unfortunate for the people as a whole. 
and it would se"m as if all ought to agree 
that the- effective remedy would be to ap- 
propriitely modify the offending law. The 
grov, th of monopoly, of which complaint 
is justly made, cannot be laid at the 
doors of the courts of this country. The 
decisions of the supreme court of the 
I'm ted States, the court of appeals of 
this state and the- courts of last re>sort 
in many other states warrant the asser- 
tion that the common law as developed 
affords a complet" legal remedy against 
monopolies The fact that they have mul- 
tiplied in nunib'-r and ine-reas. d in power 
has been due not to the failure of the 
courts to apply the law when properly 
moved by administrative officials or pri- 
vate individuals, but to the failure of offi- 
cials charged with the duty of enforcing 
the law to take the necessary procedure 
to procure the judgments of the courts in 
the appropriate jurisdiction, coupled with 
the fact that the legislative departments 
of some of our state governments as well 
as congress in the manner already re- 
ferred to have by legislation encouraged 
their propagation. 
AVhat is needed, in 


addition to the passage of a statute revis- 
ing the tariff duties to a reasonable basis, 
is not so much other and different laws 
as officials having both the disposition 
and the courage to enforce existing law. 
While this is my view of the scope of the 
common law, if it should be mafle to ap- 
pear that it is a mistaken one then I fa- 
vor such further legislation within con- 
stitutional limitations as will give the 
people a just and full measure of protec- 
tion. 


Self-Government For Philippines. 
It is difficult to understand how any 


citizen of the United States, much less 
a descendant of Revolutionary stock, can 
tolerate the thought of permanently deny- 
ing the right of self government to the 
Filipinos. Can we hope to instill into the 
minds of our descendants reverence and 
devotion for a government by the people 
while denying ultimately that right to the 
inhabitants of distant countries whose 
territory we have aceiuired either by pur- 
chase or by force? Can we say to the 
Filipinos, "Your lives, your liberty and 
your property may be taken from yor 
without due process of law for ail time." 
and expect ive will long glory in that fea- 
ture of Magna Chart;1, which has become 
incorporated, in substance and effect, intc 
the constitution of every state as weh as 
into the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States? Car 
ve hope for the respect of the civilized 
-world while prouldy guaranteeing to ev- 
•ry citizen of the United States that no 
'aw shall be made or enforced which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States or deny to 
any person the ec;ur.l protection of the 
laws and at the same time not only deny 
similar rights to the inhabitants of the 
Philippines, but ttikc away from them 
;;ie right of trial by jury and place their 
lives and the disposition of their property 
in the keeping of those whom we send to 
them to be their governors? 
We shall 


certainly rue it as a nation if we make 
any such attempt. 
Viewing the question 


even from the standpoint of national 
selfishness, there is no prospect that the 
twenty millions of dollars expended in 
the purchase of the islands and the six 
hundred and fifty millions said to have 
been since disbursed will ever come bark 
to us. The accident of war brought the 
Philippines into our possession, and we 
are not at liberty to disregard the respon- 
sibility which thus came to us. but that 
responsibility will be best subserved by 
preparing the islanders us rapidly as pos- 
sible for self government and giving- to 
them the assurances that it will come as 
soon as they are reasonably prepared for 
it. There need he 110 fear that the as- 
sertion so often made of late that we have 
now become a world power will then be 
without support. Ours is a. world power, 
and as such it must be maintained, but I 
deny that It is at all recently that the 
United States has attained, that eminence. 


ed in the woild we mu?t take part in 
the disputes and broils of foreign coun- 
tries and that because we have grown 
great we should interv ne in every impor- 
that arisis in other parts 
I also protest against the 


erection of any such military establish- 
ment as would be required to maintain 
the country in that attitude. We should 
confine our internationaal activities solely 
to matters in which the rights of the 
country or of our citizens are directly 
involved. That is not a situation of iso- 
lation, but of independence

fiere are some incidents of the Rose- 


bud reservation lottery personally con- 
ducted with such eminent success by 
Uncle Sam and recently closefe, in the 
frontier South Dakota village of Cham- 
berlain, says a special correspondent of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Twenty- 
four hundred farms were the prizes. 
When the big churn had been whirled 
for five minutes and the names thor- 
oughly mixed, and a boy, chosen by 
lot from a list of eight, had drawn 
the first name and it was found to be 
that of William McCormick, the crowd 
cheered wildly for the man who hau 
been presented a fortune of $15,000. 
McCormick is a veteran of the Spanish- 
American war who served galhiutly in 
the famous Second Nebraska regiment. 
By drawing the first number of the 
107.000 in the big lottery he earned 
first choice of the 2,500 quarter section 
farms to be given away. 


The method of drawing was simple 


enough. One hundred and seven thou- 
sand envelopes, perfectly plain, were 
received in their original boxes. The 
name and address of one applicant for 
lands written on a card were placed in- 
side of each envelope, which was then 
sealed. The envelopes with these in- 
closurcs were then replaced in the 
original boxes and these sealed and 
numbered consecutively. 


The big "churn" in which the en- 


velopes were to be mixed was simply a 
solid wooden box 21,i feet square and 
10 feet long. It was not aearly large 
enough to hold all the envelopes, so 
the numbers of the sealed boxes were 
placed in a hat and carefully mixed 
iu full view of the assembled multi 
tude. Then numbers were drawn from 
that representing enough boxes of en- 
velopes to fill the churn, and the boxes 
with the corresponding numerals were 
promptly dumped into the churn. 


The churning process consisted in agi- 


tating the big box, which was hung on 
a swivel, by turning a crank. This 
was kept up for five minutes and then 
the drawing began. 
The crowd was 


full of advice and facetiousness.
